Cursory allusion was made yesterday 
to a condition of il.inga which ussurod- 
ly OQghtnot to bo permitted to continue, 
if there boa remedy within reach. To 
nnreflect'ig persons it. may uppear a 
trifliorf matter that, in tho short spuco 
of « single woeli Ihroo ships hiden witli 
tho products of our forests, and destined 
for distiint mariiela, should go all tho 
way to Sau Francisco for crows. To 
our thinking it ia a mattor of tho most 
Tital importauco, one which demands in 
Stant attention and thoronj^h iuvosliga- 
tion. Taking tho most circumacribod 
and merceuury view,ii is clearly to our 
interest that ships should seek crews 
hero ; for where thoy got crows there 
also they lay ia stores for the voyage, 
and a voyage to Australia or China, or 
evon to South America, involves no iu" 
OODsiderablo amount of supplies.' Bverv 
ship, tberetore, that leaves those waters 
to seek a crev olsewhore is a serious loss 
to this place. Bat tbo subject must 
be viewed from a higher staad^poiat. 
It is greatly to oar iutereat that this 
shoold be a favourite resort for ship- 
ping. Most ships baVe a choice of de 
tioatioD and cargo. Ia the lumber 
businesp we are placed in direct compe- 
tition with Pugot Soand, where they 
have things upon a maoh larger scale, 
and enjoy the very decidod advantage 
of A freeeotry to the growing market of 
San Francisco. We are, in fact, very 
much in the position of a morchutit 
establishing himseU io busioess uloiic;sido 
of one who, having been long establi-lied 
and baviup a roi^alar run of cut'tom, buys 
to greater advuutago, and is on^iblei to 
send bis wares to better markets. True, 
onr lumber is superior to that raiiriufac- 
tared on Paget Sound ; but, thoii, wo 
operate at a deciiied disndvantago in i 
many respects. Under the^e circnm- 
Btances the greatest care should be 
taken to establish a good reputation, 
and render Burrnrd Inlet a desirable 
resort for ships heekiug ciirgoen ( f lum- 
ber, and Victoria a favorite place for 
ships to come to for crews ancl Pup- 
plies. Ilaving a repnlation to make, 
nay more, we lear, a bid reputa ion lo 
get rid of, and having to create a mari- 
time trade, there are many thing* 
which we cannot afford to leave un- 
done that an older place wiih an estab- 
lished trade might treat «iui indiffjr-i 
enoe. We have uaid ihut in the cuso 
of this Colony there is more than a 
good reputation to build up; there is a 
bad reputation to get rid of. How 
many ships have come to grief in our 
waters? It bas grown imo a riroverb 
abroad that whenever a ship bu -i'iuos 
entan^iled in the b gal mo-he^ of tho 
Colony it is done for. Oor Courts are 
regarded as a huge whirlpo >l wh'ch 
Bucks down ony sliip drawn within it-* 
fatal voriei, and ii-is considered a rare 
Btrenk of tortnno if capiuiii and crew 
are not sucked down with it. So much 
is this tho case that wo are assured in- 
saraoce agents shrug their shouidurs 
at our risks and shipping agent** turn 
away froai our cargoc'*. Without 
stooping lo deal with tho question as to 
how far we deserve all 'lim, let ni glance 
at one very recent circomBtanco wliicli 
we are disposed to think has bad ii« 
share in sending three ships to San 
Francisco for crews in a sliij^le week. 
Not muny months ago the mate of ilio 
American hhip AUnka, then lyii'g m 
our waters, was left in chargo, with 
strict injuuctions from the Captain to he 
on tho look out tor crimps, as it was 
expected an attempt would be made to 
take off some of the crew which had 
been aecnro'l. At dusk n crirnj) came 
aloDg»ide lor tho purpose of d' moraliz- 
ing ihe crow, and refuse 1 to leavo, ul^ 
though repcaicd'y warned off The mate 
fired a gun, intending, it is alleged, to 
shoot over the bead of the crimp and 
scare him away. Unfortnnately sovur;il 
stray grains of shot struck tho fellow, 
iiiflicliug more or Ices serious wounds. 
Tfle mate at once gave liimseif up, and 
Stated tho case just an it happened. Ho 
Was tried, the jury returned a verdict 
Ol"oomaion assault without intent," and 
he was sentenced to twelvemonths' im- 
prisoiment AanZ/d/yy/- 1 Now, we 
aro noLgoiig lo junily tho Hliooting.

is much better than that of Mr. Mothor 
country. The friends of the colony con- 
sider it in danger, and on Thursday 
night embraced tho last opportaaity 
I hoy will huvo before the prorogation 
to bring its claims before tho IIouso of 
Comoious. Thoy expected, of course, 
no concession, for the Bmpire oatside 
England commands no votes ; but thoy 
hoped for a definitivo explanation o( tho 
policy of Governraont; for serious dis' 
cusMon, oven, it may be, for an cxpros- 
sioii of sympathy with thoir olieDls' de^ 
sire to remain Englishmen. Now Zoa- 
laud is, at all events, a faithful ally of 
Great Britain, gives her ports and bar» 
hours, allows her to recruit, humbly ao- 
cc'pls any aharo that may fall to hor Mi 
the mislortUQOs of war, while abstain- 
ing entirely irom any claim lo iufiaenco 
external policy, even by an opinion or 
a remonstrance. Had any other ally, 
so faithTnl and so uncxacting, fallen into 
a simitar strait — bad Portugal, lor in- 
stance, n^ked assistance agaiust iuvasiou 
— the Govornment would have listened, 
at all events, with the deepest respect, 
would have bijeii profuse of sympathy, 
would have impressed on its aubordin- 
atot tho duty of patient courtesy. New 
Z"aland, uowofor, is dlled with Euglish- 
iiieii, and tho Government did not oven 
Care enough to appear interosted for five 
minutes. No Cabinet Minister thought 
I he colony important enough to require 
a word. The task of reply lo tho for- 
midable case made out by Lord J3ury, 
who [loiiitod distinctly enough to tho 
coining revolt, was entrusted to a vor}' 
e-iiinalde but quite second-rate person, 
who is Uiider-Sooretarj becaase it was 
necessary lo show that Gnthulicism is 
no longer a barrier to oflioo ; and IiIm 
only reply cons sted of a long-drawn 
and leeble argument that tbo coloiiista 
knew nothing of their own affairs, that 
] they were in no particular daager, that 
they did not waut Briliwb troops, that 
if rhoy did thoy shoold not have them, 
that thoy did not waut money, being 
wage^ for wages, less taxed than !Rug- 
lisiinien — au assertion totally at variance 
wiih the fact^ — and, finally, that " the 
British tu.xpayers had uo more to say to 
the internal affairs of New Zoulanders 
than New Zealanders have to say to the 
internal atlairs of Gient Britain.'' in 
oiher words, the Brit.lsli Governiiiont, 
which "reluctantly" accepted the Island, 
and which has for twenty years control- 
ed lis jiolioy, wbioh even now refusen 
r.o tho majority of its people the right of 
dsaling with the minority, asserting 
that it has treaties with the latter, which 
up|)idat8 tho Governor, and which 
claims the right of vetoing every law 
-ind ot forbidding uny alteration in tho 
coiisiiiution, declares formally that it 
lias no responHibililiea towards the 
[lecple of New Zealand, in fact, wonld 
be glad to bo rid of them, so glad that 
it 1 lilling to acceloiate the separation 
by till) sort ot insr.U, hints about lazi- 
ness, and cowardice, and soltiehno-s, 
whioh, Inr more than any nets, embit- 
tered the minds ot Atnerictns before 
their iudopendenco, and infasrd into 
ihoni that pennanen t soreness towurcis 
(ileal Britain of which wa are now 
lO'ipiiit; the finilB. Mr. Mousell's tone, 
like Lord Granville's tone, life Sir F. 
Rogers' lono, like the tono ot tvory 
Ministerialist, is that of a man Hho does 
not care to dismiss a servant, bat who 
dislikes him so mucb that ho will bo de- 
ligliiod if he gives warning oiid takes 
himself out of the house. No tone it so 
(lalculaied (0 alio'. ate colonisU, because 
none jars so harshly with thoir exagger- 
ated reverence for the naother-oountry, 
tneT over-weening desire to be recog- 
nized as loyal subjects of tho J5,upiro. 
It hurts them as a snub from a 8U()orior 
burls the -lubordiiiuio, irri'iites them like 
tliu rejection ot a ]>• ll'ored friemlship, 
drives them into oniniiy aa a condition 
ol continued self-respcot. 

Wo have often exposed, porhapg too 
often lor our readers' patience, tho atler 
mjuslico of ibis treatment, the wanton 
nnlairne-*8 of a policy wtiicb insults colo 
nists lor the failure of oporuli'jus outire- 
ly controlled by tho Homo Govarcraeot, 
whiou refu OS peoaaiary aid 10 a dopoiii 
doncy ruined by our own mismanage 
lueiit, and which, whilo driving tho 
whiles to a war of cxtorraiiiuliou, de- 
clares that it does so in tho yuuranteod 
interests of the native populatinu ; but 
there is something wurso than all this, 
it is clear that Mr. Goldwin Smith's 
c'douial "p'llicy," ibo polioy, that Is, of 
shiiking oil' the ColonieH as loo burdjo- 
fioino, tlie policy ot Hoiiorias in tho last 
diiyri of Ujine, hai not only ljuon uc- 
cej)iod by the oxi-'ting G ■vorninout, 
but that ihey aro uofng on it. It is not 
only New Zoaiand which is to be dis- 
missed, bat Aasiraiia, nut only Austra- 
lia, bat the Canadian Damioioo, ail 
that ring of Angloi>Sazon Biatas wbioh. 



with a little trooblo, a litHo potionco, 
and a little consideration for men who, 
even lo the presence of a Oolonial-OlBoe 
clerk think themselves vertebrate ani- 
mals, might bo convortod into a chain of 
faithful and most powerful allies. With 
the exception of India, Coylon, t'lo 
MamiliuB, and the cosily Crovyn colon- 
ies retained as military stations, the 
Bmpire is to be surrendered as a harden 
too heavy to bo borne. That may be a 
wise policy, or even a necessary one. 
The nation tnuy bavo lost the strength 
to govern or defend distant possessions, 
even with tho aid of their inhabitants. 
Tho million or two the colonies cost 
may be too moch for the tax-payer, 
who pays seven millions to keep paupers 
alive and Mlo, and a concentration of 
all Birengti'i and brain on parochial af- 
fairs may, ovca in England, where men's 
eyoa are already microscopic, bo tho 
highest wisdom. Eat, at all events, we 
venture to submit that tho country 
shcnW he aeltcd whether it approves, 
whotiior it really desires to become a 
Elollnnd ; whether it is willing, alter 
all its sncniiccb, and in spite of its his- 
tory, to reduce its dominion once iiioro 
to a couple of potty islan la iu tho uorih- 
wost corner of Europe ; to surrender 
willfally and onoe for all its status in 
tho world. Tlio poopio have, as yet, no 
sUBpicion that such a policy is in con>i 
tomplution. It has never boon prosent- 
od to Parliaraent, never discussed, never 
made the subjoel ol hustings' speeches, 
never been explained iu one Ministerial 
addroos to the electors. A vague idea 
may be abroad that such a policy is np. 
proved by Mr, Bri^^lil, and is not dreadi 
ed by Mr. Ghulstoiiu; but the fact that 
it is in operation, that it is moro than a 
spoculatiOQ, a resolve upon which tho 
Goverameat is even now shaping its 
course, has never yet been roalizod by 
the constiluenoies. Thoy may apiirovu 
it, of course. Far be it from us to 
dticidc to what extent the lassitude which 
paralyzes the courage of piildie men may 
ba spreading among tho olocto^s, how 
far the spirit ol imperialism hus died ou 
of Englishmen, or wbero the limit ol 
politioal indilTerenee may be found, but 
wo may veniuro lo assert that in com- 
mon coastitotional counesy thoir opin- 
ion should bo ftsked. New Zealand may' 
be, doubtless is, a very conloin piiblo 
possession. It will bo eagerly welcomed 
by tho Union, supposed to contain men 
of Borno sbrowdnoss ; but still, though 
it would maintain iu coin'ort all our 
paupers, wo may admit that it would 
not at auction soil for much. Still it 
belongs to tho poopio, and houo.sty eug- 
gests that ihoy or their reoresoatative't 
should bo askod if thoy wish it given 
a way. They inigtii say thoy would 
ra'her hold il, might rogroi it.s lo.ss, or 
possibly even ooudidor the deliberate 
satriSce of empire not fully compensat- 
ed by tho destruction of the Irish Church. 
At all events, thoy might insist that tho 
sacritloo, if it is to bo miido, should bo 
made delibera'ely, liter deb ale, and by 
tho Cabinet, not ndvanood in a casual 
wt.y by a third-rato otEcial, who talks 
of tho grievances of a possible kingdom 
with less rospoct than he would show to 
the claims of a EUi)ernuinerary clerk 
with a cousin insido tho lionso, and will 
not treat colonies which aro the adinira- 
lion ot the world with ihJ consideration 
ho would bo sure to display to tho 
smallest principality in Qermuny, or the 
pettiest prince who comes over from 
Lidia wi' h a(,rievttiice about his pension. 
We Cannot but ihink that when about 
September it is known that New Zea- 
land, despairing alike of jn-iice, of syni- 
patbj, and ol common courtc,~.y at home, 
has proclaimed its iadopeudoDce, and 
sought the proteotiOQ of a Government 
not yet too decrepid to valne empire, the 
aynour propre of the BtlUih peop e wiU 
bo wounded a-4 sinco tho Peace of 
Uirechl it has never been wounded yo 
that even ttiis Government, powerful 
as it is, will wince ander tbo quostiou 
"What have you done with the British 
Empire ?"
